President Roosevelt announced his 
conversion 
to 
the spelling reform 
movement. 
He has issued orders to 
Public Printer Stillings that all tness- 
ages from the President and all other 
documents coming from the White 
House shall bo printed in accordance 
with 
the 
recommendations of the 
spelling reform committee headed by 
Professor Brander Matthews, of Col- 
umbia, and backed by Andrew Car- 
negie. 


Spelling reform had its greatest 
Impetus 
when 
Andrew 
Carnegie 
made an offer to finance it. 
For 
many years professors and others 
have been laboring to have the public 
accept reforms In the spelling of cer- 
tain words. The public, while admit- 
ting that the existing spelling is a 
philological monstrosity, refused to 
take kindly to the suggested changes. 


When Andrew Carnegie announced 
himself as a convert to the reform 
the matter was discussed more than 
at any time witklnthe past 100 years. 
Mark Twain promised to take it up 
after Mr. Carnegie had 
announced 
his conversion and had agreed to 
finance the organization of reformers 
calling 
themselves 
the 
Simplified 
Spelling 
Board, of 
which Brander 
Matthews is the president of the Ex- 
ecutive Board. 


This board announced at the be- 
ginning that it did not propose any 
radical or revolutionary scheme of 
reform, but simply wanted to make 
easy the spelling of certain words. It 
selected 300 words which it asked 
the public'to accept. 


Following is the list of 300 words 
already given out by the Simplified 
Spelling Board in which changes are 
proposed:

President Roosevelt announced his 
conversion 
to 
the spelling reform 
movement. 
He has issued orders to 
Public Printer Stillings that all mess­ 
ages from the President and all other 
documents coming from the White 
House shall bo printed in accordance 
with 
the 
recommendations of the 
spelling reform committee headed by 
Professor Brander Matthews, of Col­ 
umbia, and backed by Andrew Car­ 
negie. 


Spelling reform had its greatest 
impetus 
when 
Andrew 
Carnegie 
made an offer to finance it. 
For 
many years professors and others 
have been laboring to have the public 
accept reforms in the spelling of cer­ 
tain words. 
The public, while admit­ 
ting th at the existing spelling is a 
philological monstrosity, refused to 
take kindly to the suggested changes. 


When Andrew Carnegie announced 
himself as a convert to the reform 
the m atter was discussed more than 
at any time w itkinthe past 100 years. 
Mark Twain promised to take it up 
after Mr. Carnegie had 
announced 
his conversion and had agreed to 
finance the organization of reformers 
calling 
themselves 
the 
Simplified 
Spelling Board, of which Brander 
Matthews is the president of the Ex­ 
ecutive Board. 


This board announced at the be­ 
ginning th at it did not propose any 
radical or revolutionary scheme of 
reform, but simply wanted to make 
easy the spelling of certain words. It 
selected 300 words which it asked 
the public’to accept.

other 
near-by resorts — Glen Island and 
F ort George— are now being rebuilt 
and developed on an elaborate scale 
along som ewhat different lines from 
Coney Island, to be sure, but w ith 
the same recognition of the sort of 
am usem ent th a t the people care most 
for. 


At Coney Island it was- noticed 
that when great am ounts of money 
were invested in am usem ent places 
the city at once came forward and 
performed its duty as to civic im ­ 
provements. 
The same thing has 
been true throughout the country. 
As soon as the resorts cease to be 
menaces to public morals and become 
places of really innocent amusement, 
the municipal authorities are glad to 
recognize them and give them the op­ 
portunity to become even more sta­ 
ble and perm anent. 
Such an attitude 
on the part of city authorities is un ­ 
imaginable in connection with the 
old-style resort. 
Perhaps a m ajority 
of such suburban resorts were orig­ 
inally built up by transportation com­ 
panies, largely by street railway com­ 
panies, 
Sometimes it was to these 
prom oters' interests to establish a 
really high-class resort, as in the 
case pf Norumbega Park, near Bos­ 
ton, but more often it was decidedly 
to their interest to m ake it as cheap 
and popular as possible. 
As long as 
the only sort of resort known was 
the fake variety, the street railway 
resorts were almost entirely of this 
sort. 
B ut now these have also felt 
the effects of the change of the last 
few years, and many of them have 
benefited by it to such an extent th at 
they have either been taken into the 
city park system or connected with it 
by means of parkways or boulevards. 
Indeed, no phase of the lighter side 
of American life has been so utterly 
changed— lifted from the gutter, as 
it were, and clothed with respecta­ 
bility, stamped with the approval of 
the better public opinion, jand recog­ 
nized officially by those who hold tho 
power of protection or suppression 
la their hands.— New York Post.

If 
we wait until the w eather becomes 
warm and the ground is dry the 
plants fail to get the early start

they suffer from the high tem pera­ 
ture, and lack of m oisture at the 
roots, to puch an extent th at they do 
not recover from It. 
Sweetpea seed 
is strong and not < asily injured by 
cold soil or considerable moisture 
The argum ents are all in favor of 
early planting.— Eben E. Rexford.

PRUNING BACK YARD GRAPES. 


Grapes can be pruned any tim^ 
alter the leaves drop until the bud* 
open. 
The "bleeding" th at follows 
late spring pruning, while not a* 
injurious c.s is commonly supposed, 
is certainly somewhat detrim ental to 
the plant. 
Burn the prunings ami 
put the ashes around the vines. 
A 
little sum m er pruning and training 
is necessary. 
Rub off all sucker* 
from the roots and other shoots that 
are not wanted. 
Especially during 
the first two- sum m ers it will pay to 
keep a sharp lookout for these rob­ 
bers— they will start and get a lead 
in a very short time. 
Pinch off the 
side branches of the canes you wish 
to save for next year, so as to throw 
growth into the ends. 
W hen these 
canes have reached the right length 
pinch off their tips. 
Keep them tied 
snugly to the wires as they grow, 
if the vertical trellis is used, heavy 
winds are apt to tear them loose, 
xsext year’r canes, on which another 
crop depends, aro apt to get lost in 
the mass of ioliage unless they are 
hunted out and favored. 
After a 
bearing shoot hau set two branches 
of grapes it is commonly thought 
best to pinch it off about ten inches 
beyond the 
second 
bunch. 
This 
starts the lateral buds of these shoots 
into growth, but these small side 
shoots n e e ” to be pinched.*— Garden 
M agaziat.

GUINEAS AS “GAME” BIRDS. 
| 


Served as Quail or Pheasant in Ho­ 
tels and Few Can Tell Difference. 


“When game goes out of season 
by reason of the game laws, 
the 
guinea fowl man gets his innings," 
said an experienced farmer discus­ 
sing new openings in his trade. 


"In habits and instincts the guin­ 
ea resembles the wild birds much 
more than it does the ordinary do­ 
mesticated fowl,“ ho added, “while 
Its flesh is dark meat very solid and 
plump and of a flavor closely 
re* 
sembling th at of a quail. 
For that 
reason it Is the boat substitute for 
game fowl yet discovered, and that 
at a fourth of the price asked for the 
more expensive luxury. 
At this time 
of year the old guineas are in m arket 
and find ready demand because of 
the absence of wild meats, while 
just before the opening of the gamo 
fowl season In the fall the young 
(spring) 
guineas will come in to 
■ell either in properia persona or as 
quail. 


“Much that is sold by poultrymen 
as guinea, by the simple metamor­ 
phosis of the oven becomes game. 
I 
could name at random a half dozen 
large hotels in which young guineas 
are placed regularly before patrons 
who ordered partridge. 
It is im­ 
possible to secure the latter, which 
yet figure on the menu, and none but 
an epicure can detect the difference 
of flavor. 
Some farmers sell almost 
exclusively to expensive hostelries, 
which pass the birds off, respectively, 
as quail or pheasant, according to 
size. 


“The export trade in guineas, too, 
is by no means inconsiderate, as 
several thousand head are shipped to 
England from American farms every 
year. 
These are almost entirely tho 
old fowls— that is, those which have 
reached full growth. 


“Among the many points in favor 
of guinea poultrying is the fact th at 
the young are hatched out at a time 
of year when artificial w arm th or 
expensive buildings are not required. 
The expense of feeding the old fowls, 
too, is hardly one-half of th a t re­ 
quired for chickens in like quantity."

Feeding Work Horses. 


Experience and observation ieach

work. A horse when fed while heat- 
ed and out of breath cannot digest 
its food, and the result is diarrhoea, 
or curiously enough, the extreme op- j 
posite in the form of colic or indi- 
gestion.—Indiana Farmer.

some time cultivating cabbage and 
less over pastry will be ahead at the 
end of the year.

pared. 
It has been well said that 


freshly turned sod is good ground for 
cabbage, and soil in which it was 
grown the previous year is about the 
poorest: the latter clause should be 
emphasized if clubroot has invaded 
the premises. The old German rule 
of "two fertilizers to one dirt" still 
holds good: for cabbage ground can 
scarcely be made too rich. 
And to 


economize this fertility it is best to 
manure in the hill, thoroughly mix- 
ing it with the soil. Any well rotted 
stable manure is good, but nothing 
is better than poultry 
droppings." 


For winter cabbage the seed may be 
best planted in the hill, putting in 
four or five seeds, and reserving only 
the most thrifty ones as the plants 
attain the size for transplanting. 
This will usually give a surplus for 
filling vacant places, and perhaps- 
supply a neighbor.

is best to start seed in boxes. Trans- 
plant at evening or on a cloudy day, 
letting the boxes in which the plants 
are be thoroughly wet for several 
hours before, in order that the stems !

problem for legislation by Congress 
far more serious and Important in 
its results than that of railroad reg- 
ulation. 
There is no necessity, he 
said, for making an argument 
to 
prove the value of good roads. 
They 
save worry, waste and energy. 
They 
economize time, and labor and mon- 
ey, and enhance the value of prop- 
erty. 
He pointed out that it has 
been estimated that every time the 
sun sets the American farmers have 
lost $1,500,000 because of the condi- 
tion of the roads. 
Representative 
Bankhead produced a set of figures, 
showing the cost of hauling per ton, 
horse power, over dirt roads 
five 
miles, was $1.25, and that sum will 
pay the freight for 250 miles on a 
railroad or 500 miles on a river and 
1000 miles on the lakes. 
These fig- 
ures prove conclusively the enormous 
tax levied by the bad roads on the 
farmers, and how much of their leg- 
itimate profit is consumed in hauling 
from their farms to railroad stations 
and river landings.

Feeding Work Horses. 


Experience and observation teach 
us

should be fed at regular intervals, 
and after eating, a half hour's rest 
given to a tired animal, as it is hurt- 
ful to require them to work on a full 
stomach immediately after eating. If 
work horses are fed every five hours 
the meals are digested pretty well in 
the intervals between eating, and so 
the horse is in much better condition 
for work.

How much to use?

Keep Cultivator AVorking. 


Farmers have learned that the cul- 
tivator has other uses besides keep- 
ing down the weeds; true, the weeds 
are destroyed by the process, but the 
judicious stirring of the soil incites 
growth and conserves the moisture 
in the soil, v/hich Is of immense ben- 
efit to the plants later in the season 
when prolonged droughts are likely 
to exist 
Again, cultivation 
means 
increased crops, hence the work is 
one which may be done with profit. 


In the orchard 
cultivation, 
very 
shallow, mainly for the purpose of 
conserving the moisture in the soil 
and breaking up the surface which 
is likely to bake, pays full as well 
as with a cultivated crop, and It is 
especially valuable 
when 
combined 
with the cover crop, the seeding be- 
ing done in late July or early Aug- 
ust, and the cover crop plowed un- 
der in the spring to add humus to 
the soil, something much needed by 
most soils in which trees are set.— 
Indianapolis News.

amount to millions of dallai's every 
year. 
Good roads would bring us 
practically closer to our neighbors. 
They would add to our convenience 
and comfort in many ways, besides 
Increasing the value of our lands. 
Some sections now have fairly good 
toads. 
Others are wretchedly pro- ' 
vided. 
All could make decided im-; 
provement. 
Nothing tells more for 
an agricultural community than good 
roadi. 


Fertility Must Be Kept. 


It is estimated by some of the lead- 
ing agricultural 
chemists that 
the 
world's supply of phosphorus, a very 
Important and essential element of 
plant food, and without 
which 
no 
plant can be grown, will, under our 
present wasteful system of agricul- 
ture, be exhausted within the next 
fifty years. 


The stupendous waste of soil fer- 
tility that has occurred in this and 
other countries in the past must be 
speedily checked. 
This means that 
a new system of agriculture which 
economizes the plant food in the soil 
without diminishing the yield of the 
crops produced, is being developed. 
In other words, this system will take 
thought of the future as well as of 
the present productiveness 
of 
the 
land. 
This means that the farmer 
of the future must 
be 
acquainted 
with the soil and understand how to 
manage it so as to secure the largest 
yield with the. least injury to his 
land.—H. J. Waters, Columbia, Mo.

Fertiliisers on Home Garden, 


The practical fertilizer 
questions 
that 
the amateur 
wants 
answered 
are just these;- What to use, in what 
quantities? 


Most of the articles and all the 
books on fertilizers lay special stress 
upon 
the 
food values and costs. 
Though of great importance to the 
farmer, these details are only of mi- 
nor interest to the amateur. 
The 
great problem 
for the home 
gar- 
dener is how to get earlier, larger, 
better fruit, vegetables and 
flowers. 


There are three great plant foods, 
nitrogen, phosphoric acid and potash. 


The one most likely to be deficient 
Jn the soil is nitrogen. 
The trouble 
Is that the salts that are available 
for the plant are so soluble that they 
are quickly washed out of the soil. 
Stable 
manure 
gives 
nitrogen 
in 
small quantities over a comparative- 
ly long period, and is valuable on 
that account. 
Its vegetable matter 
(giving humus and holding water) 
is also an important factor, render- 
ing it especially valuable on light or 
sandy soils. 


Many people bave a notion that a 


Cabbage in the Gnrdon. 
Tho farm housewife who spends 
some time cultivating cabbage and 
less over pastry will be ahead at the 
end of the year. 
Hoeing, even, is 
not such hard work as some imagine, 
if the ground has been properly pre- 
pared. 
It has been well said that 
freshly turned sod is good ground for 
cabbage, and soil in M'hich it was 
grown the previous year is about the 
poorest; the latter clause should be 
emphasized if olubroot has invaded 
the premises. 
The old German rule 
of ''two fertilizers to one dirt" Btill 
holds good; for cabbage ground can 
scarcely be made too rich. 
And to 
economize this fertility it is best to 
manure in the hill, thoroughly mix- 
ing it with the soil. 
Any well rotted 
stable manure is good, but nothing 
is better 
than 
poultry 
droppings. 
For winter cabbage the seed may be 
best planted in the hill, -putting in 
four or five seeds, and reserving only 
tho most thrifty ones as the plants 
attain 
the size 
for 
transplanting. 
This will usually give a surplus for 
filling 
vacant places, and 
perhap» 
supply a neighbor. 
For early use it 
is best to start seed in boxes. Trans- 
plant at evening or on a cloudy day, 
letting the boxes in which the plants 
are be thoroughly wet for several 
hours before, in order that the stems 
may become full of moisture. 
With 
these precautions they seldom suffer 
the check in growth that becoming 
badly wilted is sure to cause. 
Plant 
deep, and firm the earth about the 
plants. 
Hoe often enough to keep 
the weeds down and the soil light. 
Earth kept light and porous absorbs 
more moisture and is less susceptible 
to drouth than when compacted. If 
the heads incline to burst, tip them 
partly over, thereby breaking some 
of the roots. 
Should this not avail, 
use them at once. 
They will soon be 
fit only for stock. 


When the white butterily appears 
it is time to guard against cabbage 
worms. 
Soapsuds sprinkled over the 
plants 
aro 
often 
effective. 
Wood 
ashes are a still more forceful rem- 
edy. 
Hellebore and paris green are 
said to be harmless until the cabbage 
begins to head, but I'll go without 
cabbage rather than use any that has 
been so doctored. 
Destroy all co- 
coons found; they 
aro 
frequently 
seen clinging to board fences or un- 
painted buildings in 
the 
vicinity. 
Salt and Avater or flour dusted over 
the plants when the dew is on are 
standard remedies. 
Early 
cabbage 
will be out of the way in time to 
make room for celery. 
Even where 
a second crop is not expected from 
the ground it is wise to feed the 
stump and refuse leaves to stock and 
4'emove' the entire plant, which may, 
if left, oecome a harbor for insects 
of fungous growth. 
The main thing 
is to start right, 
l^ertilize and culti- 
vate to induce rapid growth, and in- 
sects will do little harm.--Bessie L, 
Putnam, Conneaut Lake, Pa,

The 
closing 
hours of Congress 
were enlivened by a num ber of good 
roads speeches, 
in the 
course 
of 
which the necessity for government 
aid in improving the public high­ 
ways was brought out in no uncer­ 
tain m anner, writes the W ashington 
correspondent of Automobile. 
Rep­ 
resentative Bankhead, of Alabama, 
in a very able address, declared that 
to his mind the condition of the 
wagon roads, over which ninety per 
cent, of all the commerce of the 
country is transported, presented a 
problem for legislation by Congress 
far more serious and im portant in 
its results th an that of railroad reg­ 
ulation. 
There is no necessity, he 
said, for m aking an argum ent 
to 
prove the value of good roads. 
They 
save worry, waste and energy. 
They 
economize time, and labor and mon­ 
ey, and enhance the value of prop­ 
erty. 
He pointed out th at it has 
been estimated that every time the 
sun sets the American farmers have 
lost $1,500,000 because of the condi­ 
tion of the roads. 
Representative 
Bankhead produced a set of figures, 
showing the cost of hauling per ton, 
horse power, over dirt roads 
five 
miles, was $1.25, and th at sum will 
pay the freight for 250 miles on a 
railroad or 500 miles on a river and 
1000 miles on the lakes. 
These fig­ 
ures prove conclusively the enormous 
tax levied by the bad roads on the 
farmers, and how much of their leg­ 
itim ate profit is consumed in hauling 
from their farm s to railroad stations 
and river landings.

Of course, for large opera­ 
tions, special compounds of fertiliz­ 
ers are an economy, and, while the 
same thing holds good in theory on 
tho small scale, yet in practice, as 
the am ount involved is so little, it is 
wiser to have one all-round fertilizer. 
Succulent vegetables particularly will 
thrive on nitrogen. 
It m akes them 
grow rapidly, and th at means ten­ 
derness. 
Potash is used to improve 
the quality. 
Phosphoric acid helps 
to build the tissue of the plant. W hat 
a fertilizer contains can always bo 
ascertained by reading the analysis 
which 
must 
accompany it. 
Look 
only for those three terms. 
Don’t 
regard anything else. 


How much to use? 
Of course, the 
answer largely depends on the grade 
of the fertilizer. 
Stable m anure can 
be spread on three inches thick. 
A 
pound of nitrate of soda is sufficient 
to cover from eighty to 100 square 
feet.
